THE CONVENTION CITY 


Pittsburgh is located where the Allegheny and Mononga- 
hela Rivers join to form the Ohio, the earliest settlement being 
the French Fort Duquesne, on the “Point” between the rivers. 
Indian warfare revolved for nearly half a century around the 
“Gateway to the West.’ The defeats suffered by Washington 
and Braddock were milestones in this struggle, which did 
not end with the expulsion of the French, and the building of 
the British Fort Pitt. After the settlement had been besieged 
for more than a vear, the Indians were pushed back, and the 
last obstacle had been removed from the path of natural 
economic development. 

The presence of coal and iron in large quantities quite 
easily accessible gave the iron, and later the steel industry of 
Pittsburgh a pre-eminent position, and the discovery of 
natural gas and oil made the city the nation’s fuel center. 
Glass, tinplate, aluminum, and coke are other industries 
which find Pittsburgh a focal point, and from the develop- 
ment of her natural wealth the influence of the community 
in transportation and financial circles has steadily increased. 


Incorporated as a Borough in 1794, Pittsburgh today has 
some 700,000 people. But that is only part of the story, for 
Allegheny County, the real Pittsburgh, has some 122 other 
municipalities, and a total population of a million and a half. 
Only four Metropolitan Districts in the country are larger. 


Visitors to the Convention will be given an opportunity 
to see Pittsburgh from such of the past as remains to the 
beauties of the modern civic center. You will see our parks, 
our bridges (there are over 375), our public buildings, and our 
stores and industrial plants. But beyond the rush of the City 
and the smoke of its factories, you will see the rugged beauty 
of the hills and rivers and learn something of the Pittsburgh 
of Ethelbert Nevin and Stephen C. Foster, as well as that of 
iron and coal.

HISTORICAL 


On June 14, 1878, eight persons met informally 
in Pittsburgh to organize a group for the study 
of numismatic science and the exchange of ideas. 
On that date the Western Pennsylvania Numis- 
matic Society came into being. The eight founders 
were: 


GeorGce H. Ciapp R. W. SHIPMAN 
Frank J. Kirk Joun RIivetr 

S. H. Morgan E. F. Maynarp 
Henry McKniaut Grorce W. Rope 


The group continued informal meetings during 
the first year and on June 20, 1879, when the mem- 
bership roll numbered seventeen persons, the first 
officers were elected. These officers were:

EK. F. Maynarp, Treasurer 


J. E. H. Kerry, Curator 


The present constitution and a set of by-laws 


were adopted by the society on November 21, 
1879. 


The Fiftieth Anniversary of the founding of the 
Society was celebrated by a dinner at the Ritten- 
house Hotel, in Pittsburgh, on June 14, 1928. At 


this time a medal was struck to commemorate the 
occasion. 


The American Numismatic Association came to 
Pittsburgh for the annual convention in August, 
1935 as the guests of the Society. This occasion 
marked the second visit of the A. N. A. to Pitts- 
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burgh. The first convention of the Association 
after organization in Chicago in 1891 was held at 
Niagara Falls, N.Y. in the spring of 1892, but did 
not complete its business and adjourned to meet 
later in the year at Pittsburgh. 


This present issue of the Constitution and By- 
Laws of the Society comes in the Sixtieth Anniver- 
sary year. Incorporated is an attempt at a com- 
plete roster of all members of the Society with 
the year of their election to membership. There 
are probably many errors and omissions in the list 
as for a period of some thirty years the minutes 
of meetings have either been lost or destroyed. It 
is hoped that members and former members will 
communicate with our secretary any information 
that they may have which will lead to the discovery 
of these missing records or to the addition of 
names to the roster.

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CONSTITUTION 


Apvoptep NovEeMBER 21, 1879 


ArtTicLe I, 

This Society shall be called “The Western Penn- 
sylvania Numismatic Society.” Its object shall 
be the promotion of Numismatic Science and the 
formation of a Cabinet and Library for the use of 
its members. 

Articre I]. 


The Society shall consist of Resident, Corres- 
ponding and Honorary Members. 


Artictie IIT. 

The officers shall be President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and Curator, all of whom 
shall be elected annually at the regular meeting 
in June. 

They shall hold office for one year, beginning 
with the regular meeting in July. 


ArticteE IV. 

The right of voting, of holding office and of 
transacting business shall be confined to Resident 
Members. 

Applications for membership must be made to the 
secretary in writing before action by the Society 
can be taken. 

ARTICLE V. 


The Society shall possess a Certificate of Mem- 
bership. 


ArticLe VI. 

The name of a candidate for membership of any 
class must be proposed in writing, by a resident 
member, in good standing, and the nomination shall 
lay over until the next regular meeting of the 
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Society, when the election may be held, by ballot. 
Two-thirds (2/3) of the members present may 
suspend the rules and action on the application 
can be taken at once. 

Three (3) black balls shall exclude from election. 


Articte VII. 
The Society shall not be dissolved as long as 


seven (7) resident members remain, except with 
the consent of all the members. 


Artictre VIII. 


The Society shall establish such By-Laws as may 
be deemed necessary for its government and 
regulation. 


ARTICLE IX. 


No change shall be made in this Constitution 
unless by a vote of three-fourths (34) of the mem- 
bers present at a stated meeting and unless notice 
of the proposed change shall be given in writing, 
signed by three (3) members, at a previous meeting.

BY-LAWS 


Aporptep Ocroser 4, 1938 


Articte I, Mrerrtinas. 
1. The regular meeting shall be held the first 
Tuesday of each month at 7:30 P. M. 
2. Five (5) Resident Members in good stand- 


ing shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business. 


3. The order of business shall be as follows, 
viz :— 
1. Reading of the minutes of the previous 


meeting. 
2. Reports of Committees. 
3. Correspondence. 
4. Deferred business. 
5. New Business. 
6. Program. 
7. Adjournment. 


ArticLE II. OFrricrers 


1. The President shall preside at all meetings 
of the Society, shall approve in writing all expendi- 
tures ordered by the Society, and shall direct the 
activities of the Society. 


2. The Vice-President shall, in the absence of 
the President, perform the duties of the President; 
and in the event of a vacancy in the office of Presi- 
dent, that office and title shall be assumed by the 
Vice-President until the next annual election. 


3. The Secretary shall keep correct minutes of 
all meetings of the Society, in books provided for 
the purpose; he shall keep the accounts between 
the Society and its members; he shall receive all 
money due the Society, and shall pay it over to the 
Treasurer, taking his receipt for the same; shall 
notify all members of the time and place of meet- 
ings; and shall attest the President’s approval of 
expenditures ordered by the Society. 


4. The Treasurer shall receive from the Secre- 
tary all money which may be paid to the Society, 
and shall give his receipt for the same. He shall 
have custody of all funds of the Society, and shall 
be authorized to open accounts in such banks as 
necessary. He shall pay all obligations of the 
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Society upon receipt of written approval by the 
President, attested by the Secretary. The Treas- 
urer shall keep a correct account, in books provided 
for the purpose, of all money received and paid 
out, which books shall be open to inspection by any 
member. 


5. The Curator shall have charge of all coin, 
books, etc., belonging to the Society, and shall keep 
a correct catalogue of the same. He shall permit 
access thereto by the members, under such rules as 
the Society may adopt. 


6. The President shall present a written report, 
at the Annual Meeting, of the activities of the 
Society during the preceding year. The Secretary, 
the Treasurer, and the Curator shall each present 
a written report, at the Annual Meeting, of the 
work of their respective offices during the pre- 
ceding year. 


Articte III. Commirress. 


1. The standing committees of the Society shall 
be the Executive Committee, the Program Com- 
mittee, the Publicity Committee, the Membership 
Committee, the Auditing Committee, and the 
Nominating Committee. 


2. The Executive Committee shall consist of 
the officers of the Society and the Chairmen of the 
Membership, Program and Publicity Committees, 
and shall meet from time to time as it deems neces- 
sary or on call by the President. It shall have 
power to conduct routine business subject to the 
approval of the Society at its next regular meeting. 
It shall also have power, subject to the Constitu- 
tion and the By-Laws, to act for the Society in 
matters of emergency, where time wil] not permit 
calling a special meeting of the Society, 
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3. The Membership Committee shall receive all 
applications and recommendations for membership; 
shall investigate all applicants; and, after meeting 
to consider applicants, shall submit a written re- 
port of its investigations. The duties of the Com- 
mittee shall not extend to cases of Honorary Mem- 


bership. 


4. The Program Committee shall have charge 
of programs, special events, ete., and shall arrange 
places for meetings of the Society. 


5. The Publicity Committee shall, wherever 
possible, bring to public attention the activities of 
the Society which are of general news value; shall 
when possible publicize the science of numisma- 
tics; shall inform the membership of numismatic 
meetings, conventions, etc.; shail prepare the So- 
ciety’s membership roster, etc., when that is order- 
ed to be printed; and shall when possible arrange 
for public exhibition of numismatic material. 


6. The Auditing Committee shall be appointed 
at the Annual Meeting, and shall consist of two 
members, neither of whom shall be the Treasurer, 
Secretary or Curator. The Committee shall audit 
the books of the Treasurer, Secretary and Curator, 
and shall present a written report of such audit 
at the next regular meeting. 


7. A Nomiating Committee of three members 
shall be appointed at least one month prior to the 
Annual Meeting and shall report at the Annual 
Meeting. 


Articte IV. Dues, erc. 


1. The Initiation Fee shall be two ($2.00) 
dollars, payable with application for membership, 
and the dues shall be one ($1.00) dollar per annum 
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payable in advance. Any member who neglects to 
pay his dues for three years shall be suspended 
after action has been taken by the Society, at any 
stated meeting, until all his dues have been paid. 


2. The Society may expel a member upon re- 
ceipt of a resolution, presented in writing and 
signed by three (3) Resident Members in good 
standing. Such resolution shall be laid over until 
a subsequent meeting of the Society, when it shall 
be presented for action, provided that written no- 
tice of the time, place, and purpose of such meet- 
ing has been given to the offending member. Upon 
passage of such a resolution by a majority of the 
Resident Members present, the President shall de- 


clare the offending member expelled from the 
Society. 


3. Any member may withdraw from the So- 
ciety by paying in full all indebtedness to the 
Society, and by signifying his desire in writing. 
Any member who has withdrawn from the Society 
may rejoin within one year thereafter by signif y- 
ing his intention in writing, and without payment 
of initiation fees; such application for readmission 


to be presented to the Society for action as if a new 
application. 


4. No member shall, without the consent of the 
Society, lend papers, books, medals, ete., belonging 
to the Society to any person not a member,

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2. Corresponding Members shall be elected for 
a term of two (2) years. They will be expected 
to correspond with the Society, at least once every 
six months, on topics relating to the objects for 
which this Society is established. 


3. The names of the eight (8) founders of this 
Society and of all past Presidents and of the Hon- 
orary Members, whether living or dead, shall be 


published in every printed list of members of the 
Society. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENT. 


1. Changes in or additions to these By-Laws 
shall be made only as follows:—(a) Notice of a 
proposal to amend shall be given at a regular meet- 
ing of the Society, and the proposal shall then be 
laid over until the next subsequent regular meeting; 
(b) In notices to members, the Secretary shall 
state that amendments have been proposed for 
action at the next regular meeting; (c) At the 
next regular meeting following the proposal to 
amend, the proposal shall be read and submitted 
to a vote, and upon approval thereof by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present the amendment 
shall have full effect as part of these By-Laws.

Member J. Wm, nas. collector for 
some 30 years, and established and 
respected Pittsburgh dealer for 15, 
presented an_ illuminating _ talk, 
‘“Numismatics<57 Maries, Ross 
expertly surveyed the broad field 
of numismatics, indicating that non- 
coins (tokens, medals, exonumia) 
are becoming increasingly active. 
More newcomers now begin their 
collecting in the token, medal, 
badge, sterecard, ete. areas for rea- 
sons of economy and historical in- 
terest, while experienced coin col- 
lectors collect items having unusual 
shape, value, famous men, aircraft, 
etc. as a fascinating change from 
their special area of coins, frequent- 
ly to compliment their coin collec- 
tions. These items provide maxi- 
mum contact with history and cul- 
ture of man at a minimal cost, yet 
represent a sound investment in 
view of the ever-increasing interest 
in this market. Many of these non- 
coin areas are treated by specialty 
societies, while others are a very 
specialized area of the individual 
collector. TAMS (Token and Med- 
al Society) was originated to fill a 
need for these collectors; AVA 
(American Vecturist Association), 
for transportation items; and for 
numismatic politicians, the AIPC 
(American Political Items Collec- 
tors). Societies for topical collec- 


tors and collectors of wooden nick- 


els are now being organized. These 
specialty groups are beneficial in 


providing new information and in- 


terest in numismatic corners pre- 
viously dimly lighted, and of inter- 
est only to a few collectors. As an 
example, Duane Feisel’s new book 
on parking meter tokens will spark 
a whole new interest in this area.

John Knabenschuh spoke to the 
group on telephone tokens, items 
not known to most numismatists.

Knabenschuh told his audience 
that research indicated tokens 
were practically limited to the 
Chicago, Ill., area. They came 
into use, he said, to combat huge 
deficits which were created by 
the wholesale public use of 
slugs in pay telephones. 


Existing ‘statutes in 1901, he 
said, did not specifically prohib- 
it the use of “token money” for 
dimes, and a thriving business 


in the sale of dime-sized slugs 


—advertised as “buttons’’—pre-

The 1969 Assay Commis- 
sion named by the President 
on February 3 to appear at 
the Mint in Philadelphia met 
in the new Mint building Feb- 
ruary 12 to conduct the ages- 
old ceremony of testing the 
nation’s coinage. Amid all 


' the instruments of a more 


modern age, the commission 
members exercised a right 
and a privilege dating from 
the reign of Edward III in 
England (1327-1376) and 
which came to America with 
the establishment of the Re- 
public. 

In time honored ceremony, 
the Commission passed on. 
the coinage which was pro- 
duced in America during 
1968 at the Philadelphia and 
Denver Mints, and the San 
Francisco Assay Office. The 
Pyx is actually a box contain- 
ing samples of coinage from 
each mint house; the Com- 
mission members weigh, test 
and count the coins to deter- 
mine if they conform to the 
proper specifications.

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Josiah Sprinkle’s oversize dollars 


UT OF THE ROUGH HILLS of Kentucky, one 
() day in the early 1800’s, came an old man, 
Josiah Sprinkle, carrying a sizable buckskin pouch 
hlled to overflowing with large silver coins. 

Entering the town of Washington, the county 
seat of what was then Bourbon County, he spent 
the coins as silver dollars, although, other than 
in outline, they bore little resemblance to the 
national coin of the period. On one side of the 
coins was an owl, and on the other a six-pointed 
star. [he inscriptions were rudely done, and the 
edges of the coins were smooth. 

Being considerably thicker and larger than reg- 
ular dollars, and of pure silver without alloy, they 
were actually worth more than those minted by 
the Treasury. 

When pressed for information about his over- 
size dollars, Sprinkle was usually noncommittal. 


Only once did he divulge that, many years be- 
fore, he had discovered a rich vein of silver, had 
carefully worked it for years, and was now en- 
joying the fruits of his labors. But where his 
mine was, he would never say, nor was it ever 
found out.

It's open fo every man in a patriot army —as 


George Washington decreed when he originated 


the decoration of the Purple Heart. . . For Valor 


by Channing Pollock 


NCE I had a very human friend who 
achieved distinction in the last 


war, chiefly because of his hu- 
manity. His figure, in. bronze, now stands 
in a public square in New York — and I 
often think of its likeness to the heroic 
images we erect in our minds. We seem 
never to understand that bronze is mold- 
ed from common clay, and that no one 
was ever great who was not greatly 
human. 

In my childhood, George Washington 
was such a figure of bronze; never tried, 
never faltering, never warmed by the 
small concerns of ordinary mortals. 
Later, I wondered whether any man 
could go through the agonies and 
anxieties of that winter at Valley 
Forge in the calm and unruffled ser- 
enity handed down to us in the stat- 
ues and portraits of him. Washing- 
ton, it occurred to me, had been cold 
and hungry and harassed during a 
very large part of his life, and, in some 
measure, even the noblest of us must react 
the same to cold and hunger and harass- 
ment. The Father of His Country had 
been stern and just and surpassingly cou- 
rageous, but one read what was written 
of him without discovering that he had 


any interest in the hopes and ambitions . 


of his fellows. I received my first real 
understanding of that interest when I read 
a certain article that was published ten 
or twelve years ago. 


Tus article told the story of how William 
Brown Meloney, while teaching at Co- 
lumbia University, had seen, in a museum 
at Exeter, N. H., the faded uniform of a 
- soldier of the Continental Army of 1776, 
and had speculated on the purple silk heart 


that was fixed to its left breast. Poring - 


over records in the Library of Congress, 
he found that the supposed trinket was 
really a decoration devised and bestowed 
by General Washington — the Badge of 
Military Merit that came to be known as 
the Order of the Purple Heart. With a 


single exception (the Russian Cross of 
St. George) this was the first award for 
gallantry ever given anywhere in the world. 

Washington had gone through the long, 
terrible years of our War for Independence 
without reaching smooth waters. He had 


‘served without pay as Commander in 


Chief, had survived almost incredible 
hardship and heartbreak, and had achieved 
liberty for his countrymen without, as 
yet, achieving their love and gratitude. 
Many of his letters are full of the pain he 
expressed in an earlier offer to resign his 
commission: “I should think myself 
... greatly deficient in the love I owe 
my country ... were I to require 
more than a distant hint of its dis- 
satisfaction to resign a commission 
which I confess to you I am in no 
ways fond of keeping.” — 

That ‘distant hint: of dissatisfac- 
tion’’ had become a public clamor 
when Washington was at Newburgh 
in 1782. There were countless intrigues 
against Washington, and anonymous 
slanders. The press was full of false and 
petty accusations. Soldiers had not been 
paid, and some of the officers, moved by 
resentment, had plotted to march west, 
seize public lands and leave Congress to 
negotiate for peace without an army. 
Worse still, this Congress, which had 
nearly lost the war by its meddling, now 
made the most of every opportunity to 
harass and humiliate the Commander in 
Chief. It summarily dismissed officers 
who had been vital to him and ruled that 
no more commissions were to be granted. 
Whatever a man had accomplished, there 
was no way to reward him. 

The Commander in Chief plainly was 
troubled by this inability to recognize 
distinguished service. But a way was 
found. In Washington’s Order Book, filed 
in the Library of Congress, the following 
entry was made on August 7, 1782: ‘‘The 
General, ever desirous to cherish virtuous 
ambition in his soldiers as well as to foster 
and encourage every species of military 


merit, directs that whenever any singular 
meritorious action is performed, the author ~ 
of it shall be permitted to wear on his fac- 
ings-over the left breast, the figure of a 
heart in purple cloth. .. Not only instances 
of unusual gallantry, but also of extraor- 
dinary fidelity and essential service in 
any way shall-meet with a due reward... 
The road to glory in a patriot army and 
a free country is thus open to all.”’ 


Tue names of those awarded the Order 
of the Purple Heart — and the facts on 
which the awards were based — were to 
be enrolled in ‘“The Book of Merit.” This 
Book of Merit has not yet been found, 
but three men are known to have won 
the Purple Heart. They were Sergeant 
Daniel Bissel of Windsor, Conn., Sergeant — 
Elijah Churchill, a carpenter “from the 
town of Enfield,” and Sergeant William 
Brown, who distinguished himself at 
Yorktown. What these men did was very 
like what our own boys are doing today. 
Many of these lads, too, will wear the in- 
signia that hangs on that worn tunic in 
the museum at Exeter, for the award was 
re-created by executive order of President - 
Hoover in 1932, and has already been 
bestowed in this war on numerous occa- 
sions for an ‘‘act of singularly meritorious 
service or act of extraordinary fidelity, 
and for wounds received in battle.”’ 

The story of the Purple Heart somehow 
brings Washington close to me. No more 
do I think of him in “frozen dignity.” I 
think of him assailed, defamed and as re- 


. sentful and distressed as you or I might 


have been. In this resentment and dis- 


tress, I see him sitting on the edge of his 


bed, or pacing the floor, as we have done, 
trying to find some way to express his 
pride in, and his affection for, the men who 
served nobly under our flag. Partly be- 
cause he found that way, “the road to 
glory ina patriot army and a free country” 
is still “‘open to all’? — still trodden by 
today’s millions in, and from, what must 
forever remain a free country. 
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zen that a nation spending millions 

of dollars a day to save its liberty 
and to make the world a better place 
to live in wouldn’t. worry much scope

Pennies For Pittsburgh 


DURING THE PAST few weeks Pittsburgh, and most of the nation 
has been suffering from a penny shortage. Result of the shortage of 
the little copper coins was an appeal to children to open piggie-banks, 
for all hoarders of pennies to turn them back to public trade. Short- 
age of pennies during World War II recalled to oldsters a similar 
situation that came with the American Civil War. The condition was 
so critical during the 1861-64 period that all over the nation 
merchants of all kinds issued their own coins (or tokens, as they were 
called, to avoid any difficulty with any U. S. minting law). The 
Standard Catalogue of United States Coins & Tokens (1942 edition) 
records that tradesmen of the City of Pittsburgh issued some 131 
varieties of tokens and paper certificates during the Civil War period, 
Mostly the coins were made of copper, brass, lead, zine, tin, brass or 
any combination of those metals. There were 12 issues of tokens in 
what was then the City of Allegheny, Merchants customarily ac- 
cepted tokens issued by fellow tradesmen. 

Collectors of rare coins and tokens this week dug out some of the 
penny pieces issued in Pittsburgh during the Civil War. Included 
were those (above) placed in trade by Jos. Fleming, druggist of Mar- 
ket Street & The Diamond; Allegheny Valley Railroad; and J. Mc- 


Kain, Grocer, Mount Washington; and (below) of John W. Pittock, 
news dealers; Reymer & Bros., Confectioner’s of Pittsburg; and Pitts- 
burgh Dry Goods, Groceries, Hardware & Notions.
